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(54) TOY FOR PLAYING HOUSE 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a food imitation 
toy capable of making an impression on children as if 
they are cutting a real food by allowing the toy to 
generate a fragrance when it is cut so that they can play 
with it without loosing interest therein. 
SOLUTION: The toy for playing house comprises a body 
separable into two or more pieces, which are separably 
connected together by connecting means. The toy 
comprises smell generating means adjacent to 
connecting surfaces, at which the connecting means are 
provided, for generating a smell when the pieces are 
disconnected.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]Have the main part of a playing-house toy constituted by two or more divided bodies 
provided with the following requirements in which playing-house toy (b) division is possible. 
(**) Said divided body should be combined by coupling means, enabling combination and free 
connection release. 

(**) A smell generating means which generates a scent should be provided in a plane of union 
of a divided body which established said coupling means. 

(**) Said smell generating means should be constituted by canceling combination of said 
divided body to generate a scent. 

[Claim 2]The main part of the playing-house toy (b) aforementioned playing-house toy 
according to claim 1 provided with the following requirements should be formed in shape which 
imitated vegetables, fruit, and other foodstuffs. 

(**) Said smell generating means should be constituted to generate a scent corresponding to 
said imitated foodstuffs. 

[Claim 3]The playing-house toy according to claim 1 or 2 which said smell generating means is 
the microcapsule which accommodated an aroma component in a hull, and is characterized by 
being constituted so that a scent may be generated by destroying a hull [Claim 4]Claim 1 , 
wherein said coupling means is a surface fastener, 2, or a playing-house toy given in 3 [Claim 
5]A crevice is established in a plane of union of the playing-house toy (b) aforementioned 
divided body given in any 1 paragraph of claims 1 thru/or 4 provided with the following 
requirements, and said coupling means should be established in the crevice concerned. 
(**) Comprise establishing a coupling means in said crevice so that a plane of union of the 
combined divided bodies abbreviated-sticks. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the lnvention]The invention in this application relates to the playing-house toy with 

which it turns off and plays using a toy kitchen knife. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]Conventionally, the playing-house toy which cuts what imitated 
foodstuffs, such as vegetables, fruit, meat, and a fish, with a toy kitchen knife (separation) and 
with which it plays is known using the toy kitchen knife. With a surface fastener etc., the 
conventional playing-house toy concerned only cuts the divided body which is the structure 
combined mutually, and plays. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the lnvention]The above-mentioned conventional playing-house 
toy only has the function to make combination or combination cancel said divided body simply, 
and, otherwise, did not have a function. Therefore, it had the character in which a child got 
bored easily. 

[0004]lt is giving the function it not only making combination or combination cancel simply, but 
the playing-house toy concerning the invention in this application being invented in view of the 
above-mentioned point, and generating a scent at the time of cutting, Let it be the technical 
problem to provide the new toy which gives a child that impression [ like ] which is cutting real 
foodstuffs, and can be used without getting bored. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the ProblemJIn order to solve an aforementioned problem, the invention in 
this application has the following composition. That is, the invention according to claim 1 is a 
playing-house toy provided with the following requirements. 

(b) Have the main part of a playing-house toy constituted by two or more divided bodies which 
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can be divided. 

(**) Said divided body should be combined by coupling means, enabling combination and free 
connection release. 

(**) A smell generating means which generates a scent should be provided in a plane of union 
of a divided body which established said coupling means. 

(**) Said smell generating means should be constituted by canceling combination of said 
divided body to generate a scent. 

[0006]The invention according to claim 2 is a playing-house toy provided with the following 
requirements. 

(b) Said main part of a playing-house toy should be formed in shape which imitated 
vegetables, fruit, and other foodstuffs. 

(**) Said smell generating means should be constituted to generate a scent corresponding to 
said imitated foodstuffs. 

[0007]The invention according to claim 3 is a playing-house toy provided with the following 
requirements. That is, said smell generating means is the microcapsule which accommodated 
an aroma component in a hull, and is the playing-house toy according to claim 1 or 2 
constituting so that a scent may be generated by destroying a hull. 
[0008]The invention according to claim 4 is a playing-house toy provided with the following 
requirements. That is, said coupling means is a playing-house toy given in claim 1 being a 
surface fastener, 2, or 3. 

[0009]The invention according to claim 5 is a playing-house toy provided with the following 
requirements. 

(b) A crevice is established in a plane of union of said divided body, and said coupling means 
should be established in the crevice concerned. 

(**) Comprise establishing a coupling means in said crevice so that a plane of union of the 

combined divided bodies abbreviated-sticks. 

[0010] 

[Embodiment of the lnvention]Hereafter, one embodiment of the invention in this application is 
described using a drawing. In drawing 1 , 1 expresses the main part of a playing-house toy 
(only henceforth a "main part"), and the main part 1 concerned is constituted by combination of 
two or more divided bodies 3 (3a, 3b, 3c, 3d). The main part 1 is formed in the shape which 
imitated the "potato" which is foodstuffs in this embodiment. Said each divided body 3 is the 
member formed in one with the synthetic resin, respectively, and is formed in predetermined 
shape which cut the above "potato" into round slices. 

[001 1]As mentioned above, the main part 1 is constituted by combination of two or more 
divided bodies 3. Each divided body 3 of each other is combined with a surface fastener. 
Namely, the female member 51 of the surface fastener is formed in one plane of union of the 
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male member 52 of a surface fastener, and the divided body 3 of another side at one plane of 
union of the divided body 3 to combine, respectively, Each [ divided body 3 ] are combined by 
combining the surface fastener 52 of the male and female concerned, and 51 comrades. 
[0012]Next, the structure of the plane of union of each of said divided body 3 is explained. In 
drawing 1 , the plane of union in which the divided body 3a has 31 , and 32 express the plane of 
union which the divided body 3b has, respectively. Each planes of union 31 and 32 are the 
circular end face, and the circular crevices 41 and 42 are established in the center section of 
each planes of union 31 and 32, respectively. In said crevice 41 and 42, where the uniting 
element portion of a surface fastener is made to project a little rather than each planes of union 
31 and 32, each surface fasteners 52 and 51 are formed. Said surface fastener itself has a 
certain amount of thickness. Therefore, each other can be combined in the state where it was 
made to abbreviated-stick, without forming the big crevice by the thickness of a surface 
fastener by providing a surface fastener in the crevice 41 and 42 between the plane of union 
31 of each divided bodies 3a and 3b, and 32 comrades. 

[0013]Many surface parts of field each aforementioned fasteners 52 and 51 adhere to the 
minute microcapsule 6. The microcapsule concerned is the hull which enclosed with the inside 
the element which generates a scent, and if a hull is pressed and it is crushed, the element 
which generates a scent will permeate and come out outside, and it will generate a scent. The 
toy kitchen knife 2 is made to cut the divided body 3 which constitutes the main part 1 
(separation), and this embodiment is played. Therefore, when making the divided body 3 
separate using the toy kitchen knife 2, the toy kitchen knife 2 crushes the microcapsule 6 
adhering to a surface fastener, and it is generated by the scent in connection with it. The 
section has accomplished the approximately wedge shape and the toy kitchen knife 2 is 
tending to put [ come ] in the cutting part of the toy kitchen knife 2 between divided bodies. 
[0014]Since it has structure established in the crevice 41 and 42, when each divided body 3 
has joined together, the surface fasteners 52 and 51 to which the microcapsule 6 was made to 
adhere, The planes of union 31 and 32 will be in the state near adhesion, and it is in the state 
where it was covered so that the surface fasteners 52 and 51 might not be outside exposed. 
Namely, even if the microcapsule broke and the scent element has oozed, when the planes of 
union 31 and 32 have stuck, the scent is in the state where the scent was shut up in the 
crevice 41 and 42 that it is hard to emit outside. Therefore, since the scent adheres to a face 
fastener for a while and it continues emitting a scent even if the microcapsule 6 has already 
broken by already using it several times, The scent is shut up in the crevice 41 and 42 by 
combining the divided body 3, and when it dissociates again, it can make it possible to sense a 
scent anew. Thus, by forming the crevices 41 and 42, it can continue not only in once and 
discharge of a scent can be enjoyed now. 

[0015]The scent element enclosed with said microcapsule 6 can be carried out [ scent / of the 
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imitated foodstuffs ]. For example, that impression [ like ] which is actually cutting the potato 
and the banana can be given to a game person by using the microcapsule 6 which enclosed 
the scent of the banana, when it was the main part 1 of the gestalt of a potato like this 
embodiment and the main part 1 which carried out the scent of a potato and the form of the 
banana is formed. 

[0016]As mentioned above, although it had composition which makes the microcapsule 6 for 
which the scent was enclosed adhere to a surface fastener in this embodiment, it is good also 
as composition made to adhere to the portion which both the members not only this but on the 
plane of union 31 and 32 join. Other means may be adopted although the surface fastener was 
used as a coupling means of each divided body 3 in said conventional example. Namely, an 
eyelet or a magnet should just be a ********** thing simply by external force. 
[0017] 

[Effect of the InventionJThe playing-house toy concerning the invention in this application 
explained above has an effect described below. That is, it has the effect that a scent can be 
generated in connection with it, by making the main part which imitated foodstuffs separate 
with a toy kitchen knife. It also has the effect that that impression [ like ] which is cutting actual 
foodstuffs can be given to a game person by carrying out [ scent / of the imitated foodstuffs ] 
the scent concerned. A scent can be confined in the crevice concerned by establishing a 
crevice in the plane of union used as a cutting portion with a toy kitchen knife, respectively. 
Therefore, while combining the divided body which constitutes a main part, it is hard to feel a 
scent, but it has the effect that a scent can be sensed by dissociating. And it is not a limitation 
once and such an effect can be used over multiple times.
